' XVABUINUTON, March B.— After a vaca- 
tion of two weeks the senate committee 
on Pacific railroads today resumed con- 
sideration of the. Pacific railway debt 
question. Htintington was present but 
Senator Morgan was absent at the be-* 
ginning of the hearing. John Kooney, 
a representative of the junior bond- 
holders, was permitted to file a brief in 
opposition to the plane heretofore of- 
fered for the reorganization of the Pa- 
cific roads. He advocated a consolida- 
tion of the Union Pacific and Central 
Pacific assessments on subordinate in- 
terests for a cash payment of the firet 
and second mortgages, and for the man- 
agement by the government of commis- 
sioners of a foreclosure and reorganiza- 
tion of theee properties. 


When Morgan appeared a linguistic 


•contest between himself and 11 ua ting- 
ton began. 


Huntington, when asked as to hig ob- 


jections to tlio Pftttieon report, replied 
that . he objected to it as a whole. He 
admitted that he had been before the 
commission, but contended that the 
commission had certain theories to carry 
/out and did not pay much attention to 
his statements. "I know," said he, "all 
.about tlm building of the Central Pa- 
-cific."

The 
lirrn, he said, lonneil money to the rail- 
roads, also bought railroad securities 
which wero divided between them as 
individuals. He said Morgan was ask- 
ing too much when hu naked him to 
give details of business transactions of 
thirty-live yours ago. There had been 
no general suttlcmunt of his und Hop- 
kins' account upon the hitter's death, 
but Mrs. Hopkins had gone- on as a rep- 
resentative olhor husband's interests in 
railroads. 


Mr. Huntington said in reply to ques- 


tions that lie had considerable ineana 
outside of that invested in the hardware 
ImflmesR whii'.h he put into the con- 
struction of the Central Pacific. He 
could not, however, 
remember how 


much actual money ho had put into that 
construction. Still he WHS confident tlie 
amount wits considerable. 
He had 


bought, he thought, about 2000 shares of 
the stock at the rate of $100 per share 
before the road reached New Castle. Ho 
had also put money into the Contract 
and Finance Company, by which the 
road was continued. 


More than $0,000,000 had been put 


into the company by himself and his as- 
sociates, but much of the money had 
been borrowed, some of it on govern- 
ment bonds. He resented with some 
ehowof indigation a question tending to 
show that it was the government and 
not the company who had conducted 
the construction, saying that the com- 
pany, with resources legitimately placed 
at their command, had constructed it. 
He added that the company had built 
thirty-one miles of the road without any 
government assistance. 


Mr. Morgan complained in this con- 


nection that Mr. Huntington was too 
much inclined to give opinions and not 
facts, but Mr. Huntington contended 
^that he was giving all the facts he had. 
He said that 740 miles of the road had 
been built in seven years ; that $25,000,- 
000 in bonds had been received from the 
government; that first mortgage bonds 
were issued for $25,000,000 more, and 
that there was $60,000,000 worth of 
atock. He said he wou d not do the 
work again for twice the amount re- 
ceived. 


Taking up the report of the Pattison 


commies ion, Mr. Huntington said Urn 
part of the road west of Ojgden from 
Bonneviile table to Promontory moun 
tain had coat $87,000 per mile, whereas 
the commission had put the price a1 
$40,000. He gave this as an illustration 
of the inaccuracies of the committee' 
report. This part of the road had been 
built bv the Union Pacific and after 
•worda been purchased by the Central 
Pacific for the purpose of getting into 
the Salt Lake valley. 


Mr. Huntington said the road paid 


well for the first ten years and until the 
Atchison 
and 
Northern Pacific had 


coin o in aa competitors. 


Mr, Morgan asked why the dividendn 


liail not been put into a sinking fund 
and used in paying the government and 
first mortgage debt, to which Mr. Hunt- 
ington replied that it might have- been 
done "except for the novelty of it." 


"Such things are never done if," he 


added, "tlio stock was entitled to its 
dividend. Furthermore, tlio govern- 
ment had interfered with the purpose to 
do this through the Thnrman act." 


Mr. Huntington said he could not re 


member how much money he had re 
ceived on account of the dwidendR hu 
he did not think that the amount wa 
largo. He thought the dividends ha< 
never exceeded 10 per cent. It ap 
peared upon examination 
that Mr 


Huntington obtained his dividends prin 
ciimlly throue'i his interest in the Fi 
nance and Contract Company. He ad 
mttteti that this company had used t 
part of its assets in bu.lding other roads 


but tbeee were built in the best interests 
of tun Central Pacific Company. The 
Contract' and Finance Company had be- 
gun to sell its stock when it began to ap- 
preciate and this was done in order to pay 
the debts, which amounted to from $9,* 
000,000 to $12,000,000. They had dis- 
posed of a great deal of the stock for thia 
purpose. The price of the utock sold 
had ranged in price from I!) to 35 cents. 
Senator Morgan referred to - the fluctua- 
tions in .the stock as tho results of ma- 
nipulation but Mr. Huntington took, ex- 
ception to tho 
UBO of the word. 
He 


said there had been no manipulation 
and this was not a proper word to use. 


Mr. Huntington said he had Gold 


stock paying a dividend for 19 cents on 
the dollar, but declared in reply to a 
question that this was not done to break 
the market. He also declared that this 
was not remarkable, and that he had 
made the sale because he wanted money. 


"Did you tell your broker toeellaB 


low down as tie could get?" 


"That is a question," replied Mr. 


Huntington, "tnat the senator should 
not aek me, but I did not tell him 
that." 


Mr. Huntington said that BO far as he 


knew these low salee had no effect on 
the Onion Pacific stock. He had sold 
no Central Pacific Block to "bear" the 
Union Pacific. 


"Then what did you sell for?" asked 


Morgan. 


"To pay my debts." 
"To whom were you indebted?" 
"To those from wuom I had bor- 


rowed money." 


"Who were they?" 
"Those who had let me have money." 
Mr. Huntington then declared that he 


did not know who his creditors were. 


The committe then adjourned until 
omorrow.

WASHINGTON, March 0.— At the open- 


ng of the session of the house today, a 
nil was passed on motion of Overstreet, 
lepublican of Indiana, to abolish the 
cash payment of pensions.

rom the money. This bill requires all 
>eneions to be paid in checks, sent to 
ha home of the pensioners.

a bill to relieve General Carlin of liabil- 
ty for $1180 expended by Captain J. 
U. Chyde, in the rescue of a party of 
students who were snow-bound in the 
titter Hoot mountains in 1833.

tion used by the first assistant post- 
master general to employ inspectors had 
been segregated so that money could be 
used by him for that purpose, 


But Loud said he agreed with the first 


assistant postmaster general as to the 
principle of adequate supervision of the 
postal service, he thought it would bene- 
fit tho whole service, but the committee 
had decided that it was not desirable to 
divide the inspecting force, and bad 
therefore cut off the force under the 
firat assistant postmaster general and 
increased the regular force under the 
fourth assistant postmaster general by 
making provisions for thirty additional 
inspectors. 


In further explaining the bill, Loud 


said the amount for railroad transpor- 
tation of mails hud been reduced from 
$29,000,000 to (27.500,009, and the re- 
ductiou had bet-a made in the hope and 
expectation that. Ins bill to amend the 
postal laws relating to second -cla"0 mail 
matter, which has been extensively dis- 
cuaseii, shall become a law. 


In answer to n question he stated he 


would press that bill, it possible, to a 
vote.

bate, the committee rose, tind a 5 o'clock 
a recess was taken until 8 o'clock.

THE SITUATION A DELICATE ONE 


Will Not Admit That (lie Slightest 


Ground Exists for .Recogni- 


tion of Insurgents. 


NBW YORK, March (J.— The World will 


>rint tomorrow the following authentic 
statement of the policy of Spain as to 
Cuba and congress from Prime Minister 
Canovaa. It is accompanied by a per- 
sonal message to Joseph Pulitzer from 
he president of the council of state at 
Madrid, authorizing its publication. 
The statement is aa follows : 


MADHIO, March 6.— "We have as yet 


no ollicial notification of the intentions 
of the American government and can- 
not therefore take cognizance of or pro- 
eat by nute against any of the proceed- 
ngs of the senate and house of repre- 
entatives of the United States. We 
lave taken no official notice whatever 
if the proceedings and 
speeches 
in 


Vashington during the past week. 
"Nor have we sounded the European 


lowers or courts regarding their support 
n any form. All we have done *s to 
how to tho American government and 
o Minister Taylor that we have endoav- 
>red to enforce respect for the American 
egation and consulates, repressing so 
ternly the disturbances that we have 
rdered the Madrid, -Granada, Barcelona 
nd Valencia universities closed [and we 
vill clos*e ull universities, schools and 
stablishmeuts whose students dare to 
uake demonstrations hostile to the 
United States. We will send to prison 
ad prompt trial all authors ami pro- 
moters of such disturbances. We be- 


;eve 
they are prompted by the advanced 


tepublicans. 
"Nothing will be omitted on our side 


o show our desire to preserve cordial 
elations with America. I am convinced 
hat we possess sufficient means to Quell 
ny hostile demonstrations. Tho gov- 
rnmont of Spain regrets and has made 
11 the amends possible for the inaiu- 
estation already made of the iudigua- 
ion which the speeches, at Washington 
laterally excited among the over-loyal 
neople of Spain. 


"The situation now is one of extreme 
lelicacy. Indeed, I cannot define how 
ar it is possible for the government of 
ipaln to permit amicable and careful 
nediatlon of ft foreign power, however 
tonorable and disinterested it may be, 
without incurring the grave risk of being 
,ccusod of submitting to outside inter- 
ereuce, pressure and dictation in tho 
nidst ot a civil war. The United States 
• a great power and until they recognize 
ie object and encourage the aims of the 
insurrectionists 
in Cuba, they are 


riendly to Spain. After the recognition 
if the belligerents in Cubit by tho 
Jnited States it would be impossible for 
ho government of Spain to accept the 
good offices of President Cleveland, or 


.<> permit any interference whatever. 


"Nevertheless, I still hope some way 


will bo found by the President to avoid 


ho United States which Spain has this 
vuek siiuwii that she prizes highly. 


"I am fully alive to the significance 


and the poauib.e consequences of the 
vote of the United States congress to tlio 
obels as well as to Spain in her rela- 
ions with the United Htatuu, and csuec- 
ally in connection with the right of 
earch on the high seas, and in the mat- 
er of privateers and filibustering expe- 
ditions. 


"The only now and seemingly war- 


ike preparations yet inade by Spain are 
nade simply with a view to equip a 
cot of war ships and transatlantic ves- 


se s to chase filibusters and guard the 
coast of Cuba. That ie the sole object 
n view. General Woyler having said 
ie had enough troops, only the usual 
reliefs will be flont "to Cuba until fall, 
and no naval demonstration is contem- 
i Fated. 


"The nlpctinns will not interfere with 


.ho action of the government as it in- 
.emls to conduct them in a tolerant 
ipirit for all parlies, fair representation 
ming arranged for even the West In- 
dian contingencies. Besides in every 
mperial and international question tlio 
Spaniards have always shown a patriotic 
spirit. 


"The misapprehension 
concerning 


General vVeyler's character and meth- 
ods as a soldier originated in a misstate- 
ment of facts. Before he left for Ouba 
;he last time; I saw and spoke to him 
md approved his views. Consequently 
ie has simply acted in harmony with 
; ie requirements of this war, in which 
;he insurgents have not only eet at de- 
lance the rules of civilized warfare, but 
tiavo violated the provisions of the 
treaty of 1795 between Spain and the 
United States and that of 1877 respect- 
ing the lives and property of all Ameri- 
can citizens in Cuba. 


"I am determined to carry out the ad- 


ministration of political reforms already 
voted by the court aa soon as the paci- 
fication of the island permits, and even 
such economic tariff reforms aa may t>e 
consistent with the interest of both the 
colony and the mother country. 


"But it is impossible to attempt re- 


forms during >\ civil war under any for- 
eign pressure in the present condition oi 
t ie island. 


"When Marshal Cnmpos was sent to 


Cuba as governor general the govern- 
ment would certainly have allowed him 
to institute tho reforms if ho had deemed 
them advisable. But he eoon discovered 
that it was impossible to do so. We 
cannot admit that the slightest ground 
exists for the recognition of tho belliger- 
ency of the On ban insurgents, whose so 
called president, the Marquis of Santa 
Lucia, and tho members of hisexecutivi 
council, are Nomads, like tho robe 
bands, ever on tho move. For instance 
they were nearly surprised and cap 
turetl this week by a Spanish column in 
the province of Las Vilas. (Signed.)

oners. 


Therefore, tho authorities and army 
fficera will eo order in every case of ev- 
ry onu who is urreeted without proofs 
inough to establish his guilt. Written 
nformution must be mnde of all facts 
hat can possibly be had through verbal 
r confidential information. 
These requisites will be more exacting 


n tho towns where all loyal people 
nust contribute to them, as safety there 
s greater, and tie in so doing they will 
ssist the authorities to rn-cfltahliph or- 
er and peace by co-operating in a strict 
jomplianco with justice for which a Hue 
IBS been traced by me.

MILK FROM DAIRIES. 


Fre 
Care Necessary to Keep it 


From Impurities. 


EDITOR UEI>UHUCAN:— During the pas 


,hree weeks I have devoted coneiden 
jlo attention to the condition of eomo < 
our dairies and the manner in whic 
milk'is being delivered. I have notice 
on many occasions milk being ponre 
nto jars lhat have been exposed to due 
and not cleanly washed, and then cai 
ricd on to the next customer. 


We are forcibly reminded that dir 


and filth are the abiding place of die 
ease, and that cleanlineea 'ia tho eurei 
mide to health. Attention is called t 
Jie danger that may exitt iu ueing mil 
:rom bottles »9 above mentioned. N 
one knows the mischief done throug 
:he use of milk that is too often loade 
with tho germs of tuberculosis an 
filth. Professor Airlong aaya that th 
danger ia ao great to children that itca 
scarcely be exaggerated. 


There are many waya by which organ 


isms may find their way into milk, be 
aide through the tuberculous state r 
the animal which produces it.

Tim 
animals should bo kept clean and well 
fed with nutritious food and acceaa to 
plenty of pare water three times a day 
at least. Thcv should not allow any 
persona about the atablea and dairy who 
are not clean and healthy. They should 
have at every dairy a wash room with 
hot and cold water, plenty of eoap and 
clean towels. 


No chemical or other substance should 


be added to the milk, either to color it 
or to render it alkaline. The yeaaela for 
keeping and conveying the milk to con- 
sumers should hi thoroughly cloanaed, 
icaUled and exposed to sunlight and air 
each time after uee.
